Begging pardon of this accomplished philosopher 
and beautiful poet, 1 must tell him that Heaven 
taught letters for somebody else besides lovers. 
They are very good for them, to be sure; but they 
are equally good, at the least, for the unfortunate 
wretches, Who are suffering under the fangs of the 
paper-money monster. It is very good of them to 
watt sighs certainly, but better to waft execrations, 
and better still, to waft facts and arguments against 
the monster of paper-money: very good in them to 
« waft a lover’s sigh from Indus tothe Pole”; but 
a great deal better, to waft my letters (addressed to 
you) tothe United States, and to cause them to be 
republished in the newspapers all over the country. 
It has been promised us, by Him who could not err, 
that, if we work with good intention, and prudently 
work, our efforts will, first or last, never be thrown 
away. The official documents which I sent you in 
the fall of the year, will have shown you into what 
aturmoil the accursed paper-money had plunged 
this kingdom. In the present letter, and in the 
documents which I shali cause to go out as quickly 
as possible, you will see a great deal more than suf- 
ficiont-toconvince. you, that we have, at last, arriv- 
edatastatein which it is impossible for us long to 
remain; and that we must come, either to some 
great change with regard to the public debt, or with 
regard to the paper-money ; every man in the king- 
dom is satisfied, be he of what party he may, that 
we cannot proceed much further in our present 
course, The duration of our present course cannot 
be long; but that duration will, in some meas 
* * * * There are several 
things on foot at this moment; each of which con. 
templates what would be quite worthy of the name 
of revolution ; contemplates a much more impor- 
tant change than was effected at Old Glorious, in 
1683; but at present I will speak to you only of 
the revolution that is actually going on, under the 
auspices of the King’s Ministers, with regard to

Look at all this, sir, and you will exclaim, in speak- 
ingofthischurch, “* The gates of hell cannot pre- 
vail against it!” No; not the gates of hell; but, 
as you will soon learn, the gates of paper-money 
can! This is, surely, the most curious and inter- 
esting spectacle ever yet witnessed by the world:

tute of all learning, except what they find prepared

@ack behind their ear; a parcel of creatures like 

sWhom forty-four years ago this church consid- 

d of no more consequence than the jackdaws 
which build their nest in steeples; that this troop 
‘ and without knowing what they were do- 
ing, too, should, by the means of little bits of paper, 
intrinsically worth nothing, have brought this im. 
mense mass of power upon its knees, and made it 
pay the hypocriteto the extent of feigning willing. 
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monstrances produced no effect ; but now, when the 
monster has half-devoured the industry of the coun. | 
try, surely so sensible a people will listen. Paine | 
has observed, that a paper money never yet was ex- | 
tinguished without destroying the Government, 
which had the wickedness or folly to suffer it to be- 
come the sole currency of the country. His argu- 
ment was, that, in getting back to specie, the 
wrongs, the sufferings, the turmoil, were so great, | 
that they naturally produced a convulsive revolution. 
America will escape this, because you have the 
millions on your side, and because you have taken 
care that those millions shall understand the matter 
well; but if you had been a man to relax, to give 
way, though in the smallest degree, your famous | 
constitution would have become the laughing-stock | 
of the world. {t is making a bank the agent of the 
Government, and the keeper of the public money, | 
that do the mischief. It then issues paper, and | 
gets an interest for it upon the foundation of the 
people’s own money ; and finally, it becomes the 
master of the Government itself, as it long has been 
of this Government, which can consent to nothing | 
of which it expresses its disapprobation. Thus the | 
nobles, the Ministers, and the House of Commons, 
are all kept in subjection. Those of them that have 
sense feel sore at this; but they dare not resist. I 
can see no reason why the ‘Treasury itself should 
not receive the money arising from the taxes, and 
issue it, without the intervention of any bank at 
ali.* Here it cannot be done ; for the Government 
is always in arrear to the Bank; and if the Bank 
were.to refuse to go on advancing in this way, the | 
government must come to astand; and, therefore, | 
it thus proceeds. We have a strong instance ot the 
monstrous effects of paper-money, in the vote of | 
twenty millyons to the West Indies, in order to in. | 
duce thermo liberate their slaves. If we had been 
compelled’ to raise the twenty millions, and to pay 
it down, this monstrous act of folly could not have 
been committed ; but here were paper-money mong- 
ers in abundance to lend us the twenty millions; 
and the paying of the interest is all that we have to 
provide for. However, here are eight hundred thou- 
sand pounds a year, and this is now put forward as | 
an excuse for not taking off that much of taxes. | 
* * * Nothing was ever more unjust than to | 
compel the suffering people of England to pay this 
eight hundred thousand pounds a year; and as to | 
humanity, the miserable cant has disgusted all the 
sensible part of the nation. ‘This measure has been 
ascribed to three different motives ; first, a desire to 
please the petitioners who petitioned for the aboli- 
tion of slavery ; second, to take this covert method 
of saving the West India Merchants and planters 
from general bankruptcy ; third, to set, from motives 
of pure philanthropy, an example of humanity, to be 
followed by other nations, and particularly by the 
UNITED STATES. As to the rirst nobody that 
has witnessed the conduct of this Government can 
believe it ; the petitions came from the swarms of 
fanatics that inhabit the crack-skull county of York 
—and from other bodies of the same description, 
scattered all over this canting kingdom. 

* * It is insincerity to affect to believe that 
the Ministers could haye been influenced by such 











petitions. The petitions were laughed at by every 
sensible man; the petitioners were, in a political 
point of view, not of half the consequence of an 
equal number of mosquitoes; a parcel of crack. 


* We have more than once declared a similar opinion to 
that here expressed by Mr. Cobbett. Holding this opinion, 
when the deposites were removed, we censnred the Adminis- 
tration ; not for removing them, for we think the President 
would have been highly culpable had he suffered a Secretary 
ofthe Treasury to remain in office who would not remove 
them ; but we censured the Administration for placing the de- 
posites in the State Banks, instead of retaining them in the 
‘Treasury, after removing them from the Bank of the United 
States; and we have never yet been able to discover the pro- 
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Temonstrancés on the subject; thore re- 


priety of that part of the measure.—Ep. 


brained dupes, cheated out of their pennies by a set 

of lazy vagabonds, who go about telling them, that 

it is good for their souls that they endure hunger 

and thirst in this world; good for their souls that 

they work three times as hard, and not to livea 

tenth part so well, as the negroes. The second 

motive has more of sense in it; and a great deal 

more of justice. The West India Planters and 

merchants, have been ruined by the ineasures of the 

government in England. First, by the monstrous 

restri¢tions on their commerce ; and second, by the 

change in the value of money made in 1819. There- 

fore, to advance them the twenty millions was not 

so unjust; and if the motive had been openly 

avowed, I do not know that it was liable to any very 

serious objection. ‘The third motive; and, to speak 

plain, the desire to create disturbances in the slave 

states of America, I myself do not ascribe to the 

Government; but I know it to have been a favorite 

idea with some other men. I did not like the pas- 

sage in the King’s speech expressing a hope, that our 

example as to this matter, would be followed by 

OTHER COUNTRIES, who still held blacks in a 
state ofslavery. I did not like this, I must confess 
—but I do not believe that the Ministers were ac- 
tuated by this motive; though it is impossible not 

to see that their measures may do great injury to the 
Unite? States. At any rate, if such were their mo- 

tives, you have given them a Roland for their Oliver : 

they certainly had a. right to abolish negro-slavery, 

without consulting you, and without regard to 

consequences affecting you ; and you have as clear 

a right to abolish paper-money, without consulting 
them, and without regard to the consequences re- 
sulting to them and their affairs. In the meanwhile, 
however, you should be informed, that there are 
miscreants going about from town to town, in Eng- 
land, preaching up the necessity of forming combina- 
tions and raising subscriptions for the purpose of 
compelling the United States of America to free their 
negroes. ‘There is no law here that your ambassa- 

dor can make to reach these miscreants. Nor, if 
there were such a law, would it be worth while to 
resort to it; but the miscreants threaten to go over 
to the Southern States of America, and there preach 
up their doctrines; and as I believe they will go, 
and thatthere are people here to pay them, for the 
sole purpose of doing injury to the United States, 
I think it necessary to warn you of their probable 
approach. ‘The hope was indulged by many persons 
here, that that which could not be accomplished 
by war, would be quietly accomplished by the 
means of the Banks; and it would amuse you to 
perceive the disappointment which the cowardly 
monsters feel at your having now again blasted their 
hopes. * * Of what sort the change is to be 
here, or to what extent it may go, no man living 
can tell ; that it must be a great change every one 
clearly sees ; and, so sure asthere is a moon ora 
sun, so sure there would have been a total revolu- 
tion in America, if you had not interposed your au- 
thority with regard to the Bank.

GOLD CURRENCY—VOICE OF MR, 
LOWNDES. 
In January, 1819, Mr. Lowndes made a report on 
the Gold Currency, from which the following ex- 


| tracts are taken : 
| «The relative value of Gold to Silver is fixed by 


our law at 1 to 15, which is much below the relative 
| value which is assigued to it in all those countries 
| from which we might have expected to procure it. 
| In Spain and Portugal, the legal value of Gold is 
| to that of Silver as 1 to 16; and in that Colony of 
Spain with which our intercourse is most frequent 
and valuable, (Cuba) its price in commerce is af 
least 17 fur 1. Hence, we are not only precluded, 
in the common course of trade, from obtaining 
Gold from those rich sources of supply, but the 
little which finds its way into the country from 
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other quarters, is drawn from us, by the higher esti- 
mate which is there placed upon it. 

“The West Indies, which are probably our most 
considerable bullion market, estimate Gold in pro- 
portion to Silver, very little, if at all, below an ave- 
rage of 16 to 1. 

«* The inconveniences which have been attributed 
to our present system of coins, would, in a great 
measure, be removed, if Gold should be made the 
only legal tender for al! debts over a moderate 
amount. 

“The balance of payments between different 
States would be settled with more ease, than if our 
coins were principally Silver; and the traveller 
would be relieved from the loss and imposition 
which he frequently suffers, when he carries with 
him bank notes.” 

These ideas from Mr. Lowndes on the subject of 
the gold currency, are of the highest authority and 
importance, and give fresh reasons of regretting the 
permanent loss of that great man. 
which they are extracted, bears date in 1819, $0 that 
they are among the last of his public labors, and come 








count. 
the national currency, was his great object, and the 
way to do, was to correct the erroneous value of 1792. 
Mr. Lowndes was a friend of the United States Bank, 
—the present Bank; but he was not a slave to it. 
He owed it no money ; he took from it no fees; he 
received no douceurs under the colour of compensa- 
tion for nominally legal, Lut in fact legislative services ; 
he could, therefore, do justice to the country, not- 
withstanding his friendship for the Bank. He advo- 
cated the restoration of the gold currency ; and gave, 
as one of his reasons for it, that gold was preferable 
to Bank notes for travelling, and for liquidating bal- 
ances between States. This was in 1819, when the 
present Bank of the United States was in full ope- 
ration; we have, therefore, the authority of Mr. 
Lowndes for saying, that gold is preferable to the 
United States Bank notes for travelling; and this is 
what every body knows, and is the precise reason 
why the present Bank of the United States and the 
whole host of its stipendary debtors, and feed retain- 
ers, cry out against gold, and object to raising it to 
its full value; because they know that gold will su- 
persede United States Bank notes in all the expences 
of travelling, and put an end to the circulation of 
small Bank notes, and thereby, curtail the profits of 
the United States Bank, and extinguish the plea in 
favor of its currency. 

Since Mr. Lowndes’s death, the argument in favor 
of a gold currency bas derived an additional weight 
from the discovery of our native gold mines. These 
mines are developing with a rapidity and expansion 
unknown in the history of the world. Ten years ago, 
first noticed, and producing then $5,000 in a year ; 
now producing above two millions in a year ; and no 
assignable limit to their extent and production. To 
those who talk of a national currency, we point them 
to the gold region in Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
and the contiguous portions of East Tennessee and 
Alabama. There isa national treasure! There is 
material for a national currency! National in every 
sense of the word. 

If-Mr. Lowndes had lived, this truly national cur- 
rency would have been long since restored. The 
discovery of the gold regions in the South would 
have stimulated his exertions, and consummated his 
purpose. The restoration of this currency is now 
demanded by the voice of the whole country. It is 
demanded from the present Congress. It is the great 
measure of the session. Let the nation not be dis- 
appointed. Let the Gold Bill pass! 16 to 1 is the 
word! The Bank men, not daring to make an open 
opposition, will work under ground, and endeavor to 
frustrate the measure by proposing all manner of 
fractions between *5 and 16 to 1; but let the gold 
phalanx stand firm, and the paper legion will be do- 
feated.

‘“ The Merrimac Manufacturing company, have 
ade adividend of six per cent. on their capital 
sod for the last six months. We understand that not 
bale that company, but that also all the companies, 
have been doing well, and making good profits, for 
the last six months, and that their future prospects are 
extremely good.” . 

It may be remembered that these corporations at 
Lowell ‘and Dover attempted large reductions in 
wages—tfrom fifteen to twenty-five per cent, because 
of thepressure and the removal of the deposites, 
during the said six months of prosperity, and that 
the girls employed in the factories struck, and de- 
nounced the scheme as a base trick on the part of the 
manufacturers. It appears that the operatives were 
correct in their accusations—the reduction was a 
fraud upon the working people. ‘The manufacturers 
have generally attempted, under the cover of the 
pressure, to grind the faces of the poor, and to in- 
crease theirown profits by allowing to honest labor 
nomorethan a miserable subsistence. The work- 
ing elasses—the bone and sinew of the country— 
will not forgettheir obligations to these gentry.—

employed, 4,575 ; numberof males employed, 1,155; 
the amount of cotton consumed is 32,604 bales per 
annum, from which 36,244,000 yards of cloth are 
manufactured. Seven thousand one hundred tons 
of anthracite coal, five hundred thousand bushels of 
charcoal, three thousand five hundred cords of wood, 
and twenty-six thousand gallons of oil, are annually 
consumed! The weekly salaries of the female opera- 
tives amount to $14,968 75; the weekly salaries of 
the male operatives to $13,060: Total per week, 
$28,728,75. Total per annum, $1,493,895 00 !—

TO THE PUBLIC. 
1G" That the public may be acquainted with the 
reasons why the Trades’ Union have given its 
sanction to the strike of the Journeymen Bakers, 
and also the justice of their demands, we present 
the two following facts selected from among others. 
William B. Hambert, whose name honorably heads 
the list of those who have acceded to the demands 
of the journeymen as being nothing more than a 
just compensation for their labor, has baked on an 
average fifiy-eight barrels per week ; for the manu. 
facture of which into bread he has been in the habit 
of paying $54 50, and employing six men and two 
apprentices. Mr. Mumby, of Mott street, one of 
those who refused to accede to their demands, and 


than succumb, has baked also on an average fifty- 
eight barrels per week, for the manufacture oi 
which into bread he has been paying $31, and em. 
ploying three nen and one boy, thus putting into 
his own pocket twenty-three dollars and fifty cents 
per week, which sum Mr. Humbert was dividing 
among his journeymen, and thus annually appro- 
priating to himself $1,222, which in justice belongs 
to those he employed. ‘To enable him to accumulate 
annually this sum, the men have had to labor from 
110 to i20 hours per week, and sometimes 24 hours 
without cessation, deprived, also, of the privileges of 
the Sabbath, in consequence of which their consti- 
tutions have been destroyed, and they have premu- 
turely become tenants of the alms house or potters’ 
field. 

The Trades’ Union now appeals to the justice and’ 
humanity of the public, to second its efforts to 
ameliorate the condition of our fellow producers, 
the Journcymen Bakers, who are forced by necessity 
into the employ of such men. 

The Trades’ Union assures the public that in 
giving its sanction to strikes it will always be go- 
verned by the maxim, ‘ live and let live,” and while 
it is willing that employers shall have a just and 
equitable profit from the labor of those they employ, 
it will always endeavor to obtain for those who la- 
bor a just remuneration for their services, and al- 
ways stand ready to succor to the utmost those who 
may suffer feom the oppression of the selfish and 
avaricious; believing that these efforts will meet 
with the approval of al! just and henorable men. 
The Convention trust that the day is not far distant 
when the just and ‘honorable among the employers 
will see the necessity of obliterating the line of de- 
markation still existing between employer and em- 
ployed, and by friendly conferences doing away the 
necessity of those frequent strikes which are alike 
detrimental to themselves and to the public.

An effort is now making to reduce our wages. It 
is the imperative duty, therefore, of every journey- 
man of our branch, to exert all his energies to defeat 
an attempt so unjust in its nature, and so hostile 
and ruinous to our standing and interests. Long 
and bitter experience has tanght us, that it requires 
the most rigid economy, and the most unremitting 
exertions on our parts, to support ourselves an: fa- 
milies even atthe present rates, What then must 
be our destiny, should we yield to a still further re- 
duction of our wages ? Should we submit to the in- 
jury and degradation which the present course of 
certain employers would inflict, we may despair of 
making an honest livelihood in our vocations—want 
and intamy would be our certain doom, and penury 
and disgrace our children’s only legacy. 

We all know very well, that it requires much 
greater exertions and sacrifices to raise our wages 
than to maintain present prices! In the former 
case, we are looked upon rather in the light ofag- 
gressors, and consequently are more likely to en- 
list the prejudices of tle public against us. Should 
we, at the present time, suffer our employers to re- 
duce our wages, it would be with the utmost diffi. 
culty to recover the ground that we should lose 
by such default. It behoves us, therefore, to main- 
tain the present prices atany sacrifice. Nay, rather

infinitely better to strike for higher wages, and 


abide the issue. Indeed, if all the journeymen of 
the craft would become members of our society, and 
consequently of the General Trades’ Union, and act 
in concert and in good faith, it would be good poli- 
cy to adopt the following as a standing rule, viz. : 
that whenever an employer should attempt to curtail 
the wages, thatemployer should raise them in the 
same ratio; this rule the journeymen would always 
be enabled to enforce ; and the consequence would 
be, thatemployers would show more liberality. in 
their dealings with, and greater respect 
towards, the employed. Our destinies, and these of 
our families, therefore, are, toa very great extent, 
in ourown hands. If poverty, disgrace, and wretch. 
edness should await us, then, the fault will be 
with us, and the consequences must abide upon our 
own heads. We entreat you, therefore, fellow 
craftsmen, as you prize your own and your chil- 
dren’s welfare; as you prize justice and equality, 
and abhor outrage and tyranny; as you love your 
country and hope for the durability of her republi- 
can institutions; to fly to the protection of our 
common rights and interests. Let the spirit of op- 
pression but once place its foot upon the necks of 
the Producing Classes, and then farewell, a long 
farewell to liberty and equality. Remember, that 
our only prospect of security—our only hope of safe- 
ty, isin Union! Itis the only barrier which can 
limit despotism, the only shield that can protect us 
from want and oppression. Let him who refuses to 
come forward at this erisis, and aid usin our present 
struggle against injustice and oppression, by join- 
ing our society and acting in union and concert 
with us, be regarded, from this time forward, by his 
fellow craftsmen, as unworthy the name of man, 
and a reproach to the craft which he disgraces by 
his conduct.
